Hyacinths in Glasses 


Hyacinths should not be started in water before the end of October. The bulbs require a certain period of rest and, if started too early, 
they will not develop a satisfactory root-growth and, consequently, will produce an imperfect flower. 

With proper attention, the Hyacinth will produce as fine a flower in water as in soil. For this purpose, use only the most perfect bulbs 
and, before placing them in the glasses, free the base of the bulb from dust, remnants of old decayed roots that may still adhere, and any 
other impurities. This will prevent contaminating the water. After thoroughly cleaning the interior of the glasses, fill them with pure, clear, 
soft water. Rainwater cannot be recommended. ‘The entire base of the bulb must be in contact with the surface of the water and remain so 
until the roots develop. Replenish the water as it evaporates or renew if it becomes offensive. Place them in a cool and dark location, letting 
them remain there until the roots nearly reach the bottom of the glasses. Should any of the roots after starting show decay, lift the bulb out 
oa the glass and remove such roots. When bringing them to the light, place them where they are cool, as the flower will develop better and 
ast longer. 


Varieties Specially Adapted for Water Culture 


These are the highest grade of First-Size Hyacinths of such varieties as have been proved by test to be the best adapted for growing In 
glasses. The bulbs are not so large as Exhibition Hyacinths, but are so selected for size and shape that they will fit well in the cup of the 
Hyacinth glass.

First-Size Hyacinth Bulbs are suitable for both indoor 
and outdoor culture, being used almost exclusively for 
growing In pots and pans, as they force easily and bear 
large, well-developed trusses. They produce the largest 
flowers outdoors also but, on account of their long stems 
and heavy spikes, should not be planted in windy or exposed 
situations. (See page 6 for ordinary bedding Hyacinths.) 

We are no longer listing the double varieties as they have little to recom- 
mend them but their novelty and seldom give satisfactory results. The 
single-flowering varieties force more readily and make far larger and finer 
trusses, 

Culture in Pots, Bowls, or Boxes 


Use porous soil thoroughly mixed with well-rotted manure and some 
sand, and provide for drainage. A single bulb will require a 5-inch pot. 
Allow same proportionate space when planting a number of bulbs in larger 
pots or window-boxes. Remove any sprouts there may be at the base of the 
bulbs. Plant the bulbs so that the top appears just above the surface of the 
soil, water thoroughly, and place in a cool, dark but airy situation until the 
roots are well established, then bring to the light.

CuLturEe.—The soil must have good drainage and be dug to a depth of 12 inches. hs beds should slope from the center outward for 
surface drainage. Well-rotted manure, dug In, will suffice for the wants of the bulbs and also for the usual bedding plants to follow 1m such 
beds the next spring. Plant the bulbs 6 to 9 inches apart and to a depth, from the crown of the bulb, of about 5 inches mn heavy soil and 7 
inches in light soil. Protect the beds with 3 to 4 inches of leaves or light litter, gradually removing this in the spring. Itis still better to 
cover with several inches of well-rotted and light manure, allowing this to remain on the beds in the spring, as this mulch keeps the beds 
moist and cool, and the blooming period ts thereby considerably lengthened. The bulbs can be planted any time from the first of October 
until the ground freezes. They may even be planted later if precaution ts taken, before too heavy frosts or snow, to cover the spots where 
the bulbs are to be planted with either litter or coarse manure. However, early planting i 1s preferable, as the root- growth has time to develop, 
enabling the plants better to withstand the winter, and also contributing to the production of larger and more perfect flower-spikes.

For gorgeous display as an early spring flower, the Tulips are, without question, supreme. They are so entirely hardy and easily cared 
for, and they flower so freely in city or country, in sun or shade, that their popularity never wanes but increases year by year. By proper 
selection of varieties, their flowers may be enjoyed from early April to June and they come in almost every conceivable hue, surpassing all 
other flowers in range and brilliancy of color. Those who know Tulips in their infinite beauty and variety do not wonder at the wild enthu- 
siasm and speculation which raged in Holland during the first part of the seventeenth century, when single bulbs of new varieties sold for 
more than their weight in gold. For centuries before the “Manta” in Holland, the Tulip had been cultivated and greatly prized by the Turks 
who had even at that time developed many improved varieties from the native wild forms of Persia and Asia Minor. : 

Although its popularity today is more widespread than ever, the Tulip, fortunately, is no longer a flower for only the wealthy. Bulbs 
of all but the most recent novelties are low in price and well within the range of the most modest pocketbook. The Tulip is, indeed, a flower 
that every lover of the beautiful may enjoy. ; : 

There are several classes or types of Tulips, differing in height and season of bloom, range of color, and other characteristics. All are easy 
to grow and hardy outdoors, while most of them are also easily forced in pots or pans in the house. The Single Early Tulips are the first to 
bloom in the spring. In outdoor beds, the bulbs should be planted 5 to 6 inches apart and covered with 3 or 4 inches of soil. For house cul- 
ture, plant four to six bulbs in a 6-inch pot and a proportionate number in the larger bulb-pans. Treat them in the same manner as Hya- 
cinths and remember that a good growth of roots Is essential before the plants are brought into the light.

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GIANT DARWIN TULIPS 


Without question, the Darwins are today more popular among lovers of Tulips than any other class. 

They are noted for their clear, bright colors, their tall, sturdy growth, and their large, beautifully formed, cup-shaped 
flowers. Although brilliant, their colors are not harsh and, consequently, the different varieties harmonize well when 
planted together or with other flowers. 

In season they follow two to three weeks after the Early Tulips, and their blooming period overlaps that of the Late or 
Cottage Tulips. The colors range from the palest lilac through slate-blue, purple and maroon to almost black, and from 
blush-white through rose-pink and scarlet to crimson. 

Some varieties of Darwin Tulips are suitable for forcing, but it is for outdoor beds and borders that they are best 
adapted, and there they reign supreme. If you have room for only one bed of Tulips, by all means plant Darwins.

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EASY TO GROW 


The large demand for bulbs suitable for flowering indoors and the 
constantly increasing number of requests for cultural mformation 
indicate to us a wider appreciation of the flowers themselves, as well 
as the joy of growing them, and a wider realization of the ease and 
little cost with which they can be had In constant profusion from 
Christmas until the opening of the outdoor season in the spring. No 
elaborate conservatory or professtonal florist’s skill ts required to 
grow flowers indoors. The rules for success, though important, are 
few, and no conditions are required which cannot be obtained in 
any home at practically no expense. 

First and foremost, 1t should be borne in mind that Nature has 
established a certain program for the development of the flower from 
the bulb. We can, under certain conditions, hasten the development, 
greatly shortening certain stages, but we cannot change the natural 
order of events or omit any necessary step. In all of this develop- 
ment, the absolutely essential part 1s the formation of the root system. 
Every perfect forcing bulb contains an embryonic flower as well as 
sufficient plant-food to bring this flower to full size and perfection, 
but before that plant-food can become of any use to the flower, it 
must be changed in composition and carried where it is needed by 
water. The only beneficial way in which this necessary water can 
be obtained by the bulb is through its natural root system, and the 
development of that root system is the most important factor in the 
growing of perfect flowers indoors. 

We must, then, first provide the conditions required for proper 
rootage and these are: (1) darkness, (2) low temperature, (3) enough 
moisture, and (4) four to fourteen weeks time, depending on the 
kind of bulb. 

Once the bulbs are well rooted, all that is needed to bring them 
into bloom is the stimulation of light and warmth. But following 
Nature’s program we must not make the change from dark to light 
and from cold to heat too abrupt or too great. In the natural course 
of events, the leaves develop before the flowers, and they develop 
best at a cooler temperature. Therefore, several days, or even a 
couple of weeks, should elapse between the time the bulbs are first 
taken out of the cold and dark and brought mto full warmth and 
sunlight, this time being sufficient to nearly complete leaf-growth. 
Even after that, too much heat is to be avoided, since a moderate, 
even temperature will produce finer, larger flowers that will last longer 
than those grown in excessive warmth. 

Growing Bulbs in Soil—Receptacles. 
All bulbs grow best in a fine, rather light and 
fairly rich soil. Fine, rich garden loam with a 
little sand makes an ideal medium in which to 
grow bulbs. If the proper kind of soil ts not 
readily available, use Holland Bulb Fiber, for 
which see page 19. Almost any kind of recep- 
tacle that allows for necessary drainage may be 
used. The flower-pots of the style known as 
azalea- or bulb-pots (see page 32) are designed 
especially for the larger bulbs, such as Tulips, 
Hyacinths, and Daffodils. The smaller bulbs, 
such as Crocuses and Freesias, may be grown

in low fern-pans. Before filling with soil or fiber, soak the pots in 
water for several hours to fill the pores, as they will otherwise absorb 
an amazing amount of moisture from the soil. This soaking is par- 
ticularly important with Hyacinths, and tn growing them it Is advis- 
able to always to use old pots if obtainable. 

Planting the Bulbs and 
Storing. The number of 
bulbs to plant in pots of a 
certain size Is given in the 2 
Instructions under, each& 
class.

and cold obtain. Freezing 
does no harm, so it is often most convenient to store them out- 
doors, for which purpose a coldframe may be used, or a trench dug 
about a foot deep. Set the pots in the bottom of the trench or 
coldframe, filling in around them with straw, leaves, or loose earth 
and covering with earth or coal-ashes to a depth of several inches. 
To make the removal of the pots easy, this covering must be pro- 
tected by a thick mulch of Ieaves or manure or by boards to pre- 
vent its freezing solid. 

If it is not convenient to store the 
pots outdoors, they may be kept in 
the cellar or attic, 1f these places are 
cold enough, in covered boxes, setting 
the pots on a layer of soil in the bot- 
tom. Such boxes will require watering 
every few days, and it is best not to 
water the pots themselves but to fill 
the saucers in which they stand, as 
this will allow the bulbs to take up no 
more water than they require. 

Blooming. For Hyacinths, Single 
Early Tulips, and forcing Daffodils 
(such as Von Sion, Golden Spur, Em- 
peror, etc.), ten weeks in the cold and

dark will be time enough for good rootage. Double Early Tulips 
and other varieties of Narcissi “will require two weeks longer. The 
Darwins and late varieties of Tulips and Crocuses should have about 
fourteen weeks. Freesias will require only four or five weeks, and they 
need not be kept in the dark, although some shade is desirable during 
rootage. Any time after the requisite period for rooting has elapsed, 
the bulbs may be brought out and forced into flower. The change 
should be gradual. Take the pots out of the box or trench, give them 
water, and place them for three or four days in the cellar where they 
will be in shade and where the temperature will not go much above 
50 degrees. After that, remove them to a lighter and warmer place, 
but avoid direct sunlight, and keep them there for several days until 
the leaves are well developed and the buds are formed. Water 
frequently from this time on. Finally bring them into the full light 
and ordinary room temperature, placing them where they will be safe 
from drafts. The flowers will open up better and last longer if the 
temperature does not go above 65 degrees. 


Sometimes it is desirable to shift the bulbs into different pots or 
bowls after they have made their root-growth; this may be done 
without harm, providing care is taken not to damage the roots and 
to take up as much soil as possible with them. It Is not necessary 
to bring all the pots out of the box or trench at the same time. For 
a succession of bloom they may be taken out one or two at a time: 
an extra three or four weeks in the dark and cold will not injure them 
in the least. Bulbs wanted for late flowers had better be planted a 
little later than the first crop, however. 


Fertilizers. An excess of fertilizers should be avoided, but 
moderate use of such pot-plant fertilizer as Stim-U-planT, Bon 
Arbor, or Bowker’s Plant Food will make for more vigorous growth 
and finer and brighter flowers. Full directions for the use of these 
handy plant stimulants are given on the containers.

Large Hyacinth bulbs are gen- 
erally grown in the regular Hya- 
cinth Glasses, and directions for 
their culture are given on page 3. The others are grown in shallow 
bowls which are filled with clean, white pebbles. The bulbs are then 
set firmly on the pebbles, and water enough to reach the lower part 
of the bulbs ts added. A few pieces of charcoal in the pebbles will 
keep the water pure. The procedure from then on is the same as for 
bulbs grown in soil, except that the bowls should not be placed where 
the water will freeze and the water should be replenished as often 
as necessary. Paper-White Narcissi require about four weeks to root 
in pebbles, the Chinese Sacred Narcissi a little longer, and the Roman 
Hyacinths about seven weeks. Bring to the light and warmth 
gradually. Add fresh water every day during the blooming period 
and protect from changes in temperature as much as possible. 


Amaryllis and Other Bulbs. Directions for the culture 
Amaryllis and Lily-of-the-Valley, both of which are very easy to 
grow, are given on page 22. Oxalis bulbs may be brought into 
flower very quickly by planting immediately upon arrival and giving 
the same treatment as for Amaryllis. Callas and Lilies require 
very careful culture with plenty of light, warmth and moisture 
from the time top growth commences. Complete instructions for 
raising Lilies will be supplied on request.

We especially recommend deep planting, say, from 6 to 8 inches deep; 
varieties like Speciosums require at least 8 inches, with an ample amount 
of sand beneath the bulb to insure proper drainage. Cover the beds with 
leaves or litter during winter. Lilies thrive well in borders, formal gardens, 
or shrubbery, and usually flower at a time when the shrubbery has ceased 
blooming. The following varieties have proved to be sorts that may be 
planted in the fall or, with the exception of Lilium candidum, in the spring 
with excellent results. We often receive orders for Lilium candidum for 
spring delivery. They arrive from France in September, and must be 
planted by November 1. 

Most Lily bulbs, being of late maturity, do not arrive in our country 
until October and November, which is conceded to be the best time to 
plant. Where the ground is liable to freeze before late Lilies arrive, it should 
be mulched with leaves or manure.

In very severe winters it will sometimes freeze down to the ground, 
coming up again from the roots the following season. To guard 
against damage from heavy snows in winter, it is best to trim Privet 
hedges to a pointed or rounded top which ‘will shed the snow and, 
incidentally, allow a greater amount of sunlight to reach the lower 
branches.

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YOUR LAWN—SOME PRACTICAL ADVICE 


The two best times to start a lawn or pasture are early spring and early autumn—the seasons of abundant moisture, warm days, 
and cool nights. Spring sowings should be made as soon as the ground can be prepared to receive the seed, while fall sowings should 
be made during September. 

Good Soil and Proper Drainage are absolutely necessary to produce a fine lawn. For best results, there should be no less than 
a foot of good surface soil—preferably a heavy loam. Where it is necessary to grade the surface, all subsoil should be removed and 
replaced with good earth. Unless the soil is sufficiently rich, apply a liberal quantity of well-rotted manure and dig or plow it in, 
to thoroughly incorporate it with the soil. A heavy application of manure is particularly advisable on light or sandy soils where, 
otherwise, the grass is liable to burn out in hot, dry weather. 

Prepare the Seed-Bed Thoroughly. Rake or harrow the surface fine and even. After sowing the seed, rake again lightly and 
firm the soil with a lawn roller. Do not attempt to dig, rake, or roll a lawn when the ground is wet. On Banks and Terraces, 
where the seed is liable to be washed off by rains before it has sprouted, a quick catch can be secured by mixing the seed with moist 
earth about one week before sowing; then, at the expiration of that time, when the seed (with the earth) is sown, much of it is ready 
to sprout. } 

The First Cutting should not be made until the young grass is 3 to 4 inches high and even then it should not be cut too short 
as close cropping is injurious to a new lawn. Mow the lawn, thereafter, at intervals of about ten days and rake off the clippings. 
Grass sown during September will, under favorable conditions, grow sufliciently to necessitate one cutting before frost, in which case 
the clippings should be left on the lawn to serve as a mulch. 

Frequent Rollings are beneficial after a lawn is once well established, especially in early spring after the winter frosts have 
drawn up the roots of the grass.
